ers’ standpoint, as well as from 
the packing house standpoint. 
It is one of the few years when 
all the growers have had a 
good crop and received good 
returns. : 

“The new agreement _ be- 
tween the different associations 
to pro-rate shipments has 
worked to the benefit of all. It 
has enabled us to keep the 
fruit moving regularly and 
thus have had less shrinkage 
and decay than usual. 

“The most fruit we have had 
in storage at any time this 
year was 188 cars. Last year 
our heaviest storage at any one 
time was 345 cars. 

*“You will note by this that 
we have been able to move the 
erop with less storage capacity 
than we have in the past, and 
it is our belief that the ar- 
rangements have enabled us to 
realize at least $100,000 more 
for the erop than we could 
have under the old method of 
all shipping as. much and_ as 
often as we pleased.”’

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More About Traffic Aecidents 


(Riverside Enterprise) 

It was one week ago this evening that the 
conference was held at*the Riverside ‘Woman’s 
Club to consider the question of highway 
safety. Following this The Enterprise was 
in receipt of a letter of an unusually thought- 
ful and helpful character. It was written by 
Burdette K. Marvin of. this city. The letter 
is very well worth reproduction in full, but as 
this is precluded by the exigencies of space, 
we take the liberty to select some of the 
and to reproduee them 
of ‘‘History,’? Mr. Mar- 


salient features of it 
Under the head 
vin says: 

‘<The history of the present traffic eondi- 
tions is, briefly, ten thousand per cent in- 
erease of motor travel in the past deeade; with 
the result that. a lot of buggy drivers, per- 
fectly capable of driving an automobile on 
sparsely traveled roads, are, without mental 
or physical preparation, attempting to do the 
most difficult engine driving in the world. 
This driving is made diffienlt not only by phy- 
sical conditions, congestion, blind corners, im- 
perfect road bed—but also by the multiplicity 
of regulations.”’ 

As examples he cites that a white line par- 
allel to the curb may mean ‘‘No Parking”’ 
in one town and ‘‘Park Here’’ in a second 
town. Another instance is that a thousand 
ears a day are compelled to slow down to 15 
miles an hour for the benefit of -fifty cars 
on the eross road. 

‘The traffic officers have a task utterly 
beyond their abilities,’’ says Mr. Marvin. And 
he thinks that the increasing tendency to hand 
out jail sentences ‘‘will have the effect of 
further crowding indecently overerowded 
jails.’ He commends Judge Difani’s inclina- 
tion to lift a license for an adequate period. 
We curb dangerous animals and dangerous 
eriminals by physically disabling them from 
doing harm. ‘‘Now, removal of license is, to 
all intents and purposes, physically disabling 
the motor driver.’’ 

For the future, he commends scientifie leg- 
islation based om experience and _ statistics. 
“Tt is high time that the less congested areas 
benefit by the experience of the more con- 
gested. For instance, that Riverside should 
move its turn button from the center of the 
intersection.”’ 

This question of traffic regulation is not a 
local matter, but one in which attention, ‘‘not 
the attention of witless, staring cattle, but 
he purposeful attention of men and women”’ 
should be ‘‘aroused at last to the felony of 
the age.”’ _ 

If there is any one of our readers who 
thinks that Mr. Marvin’s language is too 
strong let him view it in the light of a few 
figures. 

Statistics vouched for by the California 
Development Association show that in 1924 
there were 1352 killed in this state as a re- 
sult of automobile accidents and more than 
40,000 injured.

Evil One,” will 
be the fifth annual Desert Play, 
to be presented at sunset Satur- 
day and Sunday, November 7 and 
8, at Palm Springs. For the fifth 
time the play will be under the 
direction of Garnet Holme, pa- 
geant master of the national parks 
and director of such noted. Cali- 
fornia outdoor productions as the 
annual pageant-play, Ramona, at 
Hemet. ~ 

The Desert Play this year. will 
be given by a remarkable cast. 
'Performances- will begin at 3 
p.m., just as the sun, sinking 
behind Mt. San Jacinto, . turns 
the hills and the vast reaches of 
the desert into a blaze of changing 
color. 

The stage setting for the play 
is Tahquitz Canyon, which. pierces 
the side of Mt. San Jacinto about. 
two miles from eth town of Palm 
Springs. The Desert Play is the 
only festival of its kind in Cali- 
‘fornia. It tells a beautiful and 
ancient Indian story. 

The stories of Tahquitz are 
many, and they have been fostered 
by the great moanings, which ‘Te- 
sound through the defiles of the 
canyon from time to time. Tah- 
quitz is the Indian word for “Evil 
One,” and it is believed that the 
wicked spirit assumed the form 
of a man and dominated the tribes 
of the desert places. In many 
ways his story resembles the old 
fairy tale of Blue Beard. He had 
many wives and killed them one 
by one as ‘he grew tired of them, 
Directly he became a widower he 
set out to obtain a new bride, by 
the simple“process of extermina- 
ing the tribe to which the fair one 
belonged. So great was his power 
and reputation that he was always 
successful in his crimes and the 
Indians feared him more and more. 
At last he obtained” possession of 
a fair maiden, Suena, whom he 
appears genuinely to have loved, 
but rather than become his wife 
the girl escaped into the recesses 
of Mt San Jacinto and, when 
about to be recaptured by Tah- 
quitz, she threw herself over a 
cliff in the ‘canyon, and diced. 
Stricken with remorse at having 
caused the death of one he really 
joved, “Tahquitz. determined . to 
spend the rest. of his existence 
roaming the mountainside and 
ealling his grief aloud. The rum- 
blings and strange noises which 
now are heard proceeding from 
the mouth of the canyon are 
ascribed to him by the Indian 
legend. - .
